Applicants respectfully request a the Office correct the PTA to be at least 1214 days, 
instead of the 1 103 days indicated with the Notice of Allowance mailed August 7, 2009. On 
August 12/13, 2008, the Office vacated the final Office action mailed June 20, 2008. Applicants 
respectfully submit that such action of vacating the Office action had the effect of vacated the
